Its 
members went back and reported that 
thev did not like it, that it had no body 
to 'it like the water of their canals, 
and that it had "neither taste no. 
smell." 
It might be thought that 


there wonld be some hope from the 
litterati of the country, but the liuerau 
live in the hope of obtaining an office 
under the Chinese system, so they 
stand like a stone wall of opposition 
against all changes or reforms. The 
education of these men consists large- 
ly in the memorizing of books 
from 
\ 000 to 3 000 years old, and the toings 
they know are things that come as 
near as anything in the world could 
come to being worth absolutely no- 
thing Those who by-bribery or some 
other means do at last receive an offi- 
cial appointment receive but a nom- 
inal sum as salary. They are supposed 
to supplement this in such ways as 
thev can-by pilfering money tba. 
pas;es through their hands, by exact- 
ing money from litigants, f^d by tor- 
turing accused persons until the high- 
est amount possible is wrung from 
their relatives in order to secure their 
release.

A new idea in London consists in

feasible it can be made by taking the 
wood, cutting it into pieces a half an 
inch thick and three or four inches 
long, and baking these in a slow oven 
for twenty-four hours. They are used 
in a metal urn or vase, the wood being 
lighted and allowed to burn until it 
makes a flame an inch high, covering 
a surface of about a square inch, and 
.hen blowing it out. The red hot em- 
Jer smolders until it has consumed all 
the tissue and converted It Into fino 
gray ash.

THE CANADIAN OIL BOCK. 


The Canadian oil rock is known by 


Ohio geologists 
as the earniferous 


limestone. 
This rock is discovered in 


Ohio under cover of the "Ohio shale." 
In Canada it is found at 500-feet from 
the surface of the soil. It is not a 
very porous formation and is. only 
moderately magiiesian. When oil is 
found in good quantity in it, there- 
fore, it must come from a crevice or 
special opening for its escape. Natur- 
ally a good many wells should be re- 
quired to.-force a respectable yield. 
But jjotiiiftrefiue-ntly these spaoial 
"openings" are penetrated whereby 
large producers are obtained. This 
was true in the pase of Ludwig, Mc- 
Donald & Co.'s No. 1.

Tex., heard rumors of the rediscovery 
of an old Spanish gold mice OB laud 
owned by Albert Maverick Sa Cvalde 
county, twenty-four miles north of Sab- 
inal, on the southern edge of the Llano 
mineral district.

It was evi 
dent that the latter sample had been 
thrown into the old shaft and this led 
Mr. Blocker to make a search for the 
gold vein. He found this vein crossin 
the shtrt just above the silver vein 
An old drift followed the gold vein fo 
some distance. The secret of the re 
discovery and richness of the mine was 
carefully guarded and did not leak ou 
until recently.

TREASURE TROVE IN FLORIDA. 


Spanish Gold That W», Bid Awnj In 


Early Days 


The recent discovery of a quantity 


of Spanish c^ins over 100 years old 
ta Florida calls attention once more 
iii the fact that that state io treasure 
trove. There is no doubt that there 
are many thousands of Spanish gold 
hidden in the state, but the secret of 
the hiding places died with the Span- 
iards who were killed by the ferocious 
Semlnoles and the pirates who infest- 
ed -the coast near St. Augustine In the 
.earlier-days. The. crews -of wrecked 
vessels buried their money along the 
coast and were either killed by lue In- 
dians or fled for their lives. In either 
event the treasure remained buried and 
its location forgotten or the sailors 
never returned. In this particular case 
the treasure was found by some ne- 
groes who were engaged In removing 
the coquina walls of an old Spanish 
easa, which was demolished in St. Au- 
gustine to make,rocim for a more mod- 
ern structure. In a little niche in the 
wall a bag of Spanish doubloons was 
found. The coins were well preserved 
and the dates showed' them to be all 
over 100 years old. It isr supposed that 
the bag was placed in the hole during 
the Seminole war more than half a 
century ago. Every man was his own 
banker in those days and they hid their 
gold In the walls, chimneys, under the 
houses, and those who believed that 
ghosts would keep bad people away hid 
their gold in.the graveyard. Periodical- 
ly there is a revival of gold hunting, 
many of the early settlers bellaving 
that the old town is rich in gold de- 
posits, and whenever an old building is 
to be torn down many volunteer to 
work for "just, what they can find." 
Within the ptfst few years several sums 
of gold have beon dug up on Anastasia 
island, opposite St. Augustine, by fish- 
ermen. This led to organized parties, 
wHose prospecting wan guided by vis- 
ions from clairvoyants, who can dis- 
cover fortunes for others, but not for 
themselves. These stories of hidden 
treasure are not myths based 
upon 


stories of early Spanish residents, as 
many lucky finds will testify. 
An ex-i 


ploring party, under the guise of tour- 
ists, recently took a trip down the 
coast, touching at the various Islands 
and putting In at the inlets, ostensibly 
fishing and hunting.

Those owning 


property exceeding the value of $500 
or an income of that amount, or wives 
Saving a separate estate of $300, are 
not entitled to receive pensions. To 
carry out the provisions of ihe law a 
special tax of % of 1 mill on each dol- 
lar of taxable property is assessed and 
collected as other taxes, and the total 
amount thus collected 
is 
prorated 


among the total number of applicants 
passed upon, and $1,200 of the tax is 
set apart for blind pensioners. Par the 
year 1892, • 4,9^6 soldiers and widows 
received $26.50 each per annum, and 
thirty-eight blind, 31.57 each. In 1893 
there were 5,201 pensioners, including 
widows. In 3S9S the number had; in- 
creased to 8,989. 
Por Arkansas the 


provisions are very similar to those of 
Alabama and there are now 1,130 pen- 
sioners on the list/including widows. 
On the death of a pensioner the vrtdow 
succeeds to the pension during her v.'id- 
owhood. The amount of 
pensions 


ranges from $25 to $100 per month per 
annum, according to the disability. 
Arkansas also has a home for indigent 
and 
disabled 
confederate 
soldiers, 


which is located at Little Rock. It is 
supported by the state and has now in 
it thirty-five soldiers. 
The Georgia 


pension law is very similar to that of 
Arkansas. In 1397 there were 3,381 
names on the roll and the sum of $190,- 
000 was paid for pensions and artificial 
limbs. The laws relating to widows 
are similar to those of Arkansas. Flor- 
ida gives pensions, averaging about 
|100 per annum, to 5S3 persons and also 
has a home at Jacksonville, supported 
by the state, an allowance of $100 each 
being given to each occupant- 
The 


widows of confederate soldiers get $150 
per annum, while 'the widow of -a pen- 
sioner receives the sum to which the 
pensioner 
was entitled. 
Louisiana 


gives no pension, but furnishes artifi- 
cial limbs and pays for their repair, 
and has a home at New Orleans, which 
is supported by the state, which now 
has 130 inmates. The state also do- 
Dates one-quarter section of her public 
lands to any soldier making applica- 
tion, or to the widow of a soldier, if 
ebe be unmarried. Maryland grants no 
pensions, but has a home at PikesviUe, 
supported by -the state in part and also 
by private contributions. 
The home 


now has 101 inmates. Mississippi pen- 
sions her confederate 'joldiers and their 
widows and indigent servants of sol- 
diers. For 1897 there were on'the list 
4,400 pensioners,, for whom $75,000 was 
appropriated. 
Missouri gives no pen- 


sions, but has a home at Higginsville, 
for the support of whi.ch the state 
grants $12,000 per annum. It now has 
15S inmates. 
North Carolina gives 


pensions, ranging from $25 to $100 per 
annum, to confederate soldiers and 
their widows, and there are now on the 
rolls 5,420 names, and the total dis- 
bursements for pensions since 1879 
have been $836,336.05. There is also 
a home at Raleigh, to which the state 
contributes $8,000 per annum, and the 
present number of inmates is ninety- 
one. 
The legislature of South Carolina 


grants pensions to indigent soldiers 
»nd their widows and publishes yearly 


list ot the names, residences and 


amount received and reason for grant- 
ng pensions. 
Indigent confederate 


soldiers and their widows receive pen- 
•ions in Tennessee, and there is a sol- 
diers' home on the Hermitage lands, 
he farmer residence ot Gen. Andrew 
Jackson. The legislature granted for 
he purpose of the home 475 acres of 
and and grants $8,500 per annum for 
ts support.

Prof. Louis Boutan of tie Sorbonse 


has written an article for the Century 
describing bis successful experiments 
in "Submarine Photography." 
Prof. 


Boatan, descending in a diving-suit, 
took a number oi photographs of the 
bottom of the sea at various depths. 
Some of these pictures are reproduced 
ia the article, including one taken by 
magnesium light. Prof. Boutan says: 
The extent ot the surface of the earth 
covered by water is vast, since it far 
surpasses that of the dry land. What 
do we know of this part of the globe 
hidden by the seas and oceans? Very 
little, it must be admitted. 
Except 


along the immediate edge of these im- ; 
mense bowls which ,can be explored 
in diving-bells, the means which na- 
turalists have at their disposal for 
examining these depths are most rudi- 
mentary. Nobody can go down into 
them, as the tremendous pressure ot 
the water renders this Impossible. For 
a long tiine. therefore, it was imagined 
that the bottom of the sea was one 
vast extent ot mud. without the pres- 
ence of living things; but numerous 
scientific expeditions finally proved 
that such was not the case, and that a 
multitude of curious and even fantastic 
animals were to be found there. The 
product of even a single catch, Includ- 
ing many sharks, as made by us at the 
arago laboratory, convinced me that at 
a depth, of 800 meters the bottom of 
the ocean is full of lite. All these big 
sharks (Centrophorus ganulosus) are 
carnivorous. 
In order to live, these 


animals must cat otier animals; so 
there must be many other animals 
whence these come, although we know 
almost nothing about them. As re- 
gards the sea, the naturalist is in much 
the same situation as would be an in- 
habitant of the moon who could live In 
ethereal space, but could not breathe 
the air which envelops our earth. Let 
us suppose that this voyager from the 
ethereal regions should come In con- 
tact with our atmosphere. He would 
float above,the highest strata without 
being able to penetrate them, separated 
from the earth by the gases which sur- 
round it. What must he do if he wish- 
es to know something ot what exists 
below the layers of cloud which hide 
our globe from his view? He would 
do as our naturalists have done—con- 
struct dredges and nets, and, having 
weighted them, would let them down 
like the anchor of a balloon, and try 
and -pullxthem along the surface of the 
earttu Do.-you think that with such 
primitive instruments he would obtain 
very-precise 3deas ot the terrestrial 
globe? Every agile animal would flee 
before1 the7 apparatus, which, if it did 
not get Irretrievably caught In some 
oak, rock, or • lofty factory chimney, 
might bring back, after having scraped 
for some time along the surface of the 
earth, bits of leaves, pebbles mingled 
with soil, etc., all of which, however, 
could give only a very vague idea con- 
cerning the constitution of the globe.

An organ walefe the leading organist 


of New York could not play is BOW ix>- 
Ing u*ed l»y professors of Cornell col- 
lege, says tJj* Philadelphia Inquirer. 
This organ Is not, as might i»« sup- 
posed, out of tune. It is txscause it is 
In perfect tune that it differs so rad- 
ically from an ordinary organ. Tho 
ordinary organ, such as is 
wsfcd in 


churches and drawing rooms. !s not to 
tune, even after ihe maker has just de- 
clared it to be in perfect order. 


The Cornell organ was invented by 


Von Helmholtz. and !t contains a pur*- - 
ly mathematical scale. It is e&&; -or 
the composition of coords such as ar» 
not to be obtained on an ordinary in- 
strument, and is used to study the vi- 
bration ot notes, and ol what tones an 
organ note is made. 
Every tone to 


music Is to be found on this organ. For 
instance, what are known as sharps 
and flats on a piano are not really 
sharps and fiats. C sharp and D Hat 
are struck on the same black key, but, 
strictly speaking that black key IB 
neither; it is a note or tone situated 
midway between C sharp and D flat. If 
both of the latter were on the piano, 
however, the difference between them 
is so slight that it would confuse the 
player. So a compromise is made and 
the two are blended, or, rather, the 
tone midway between them is used. 
But in Cornell toe organ contains 
keys for every note in the scale, no 
matter how fine the graduation. "WIti 
it students can see just how a not* on 
the organ Is made up. Certain noU« 
on the organ are made up of certain 
tones. On the ordinary piano you 
would not b« able to illustrate'what 
these notes are. Tou would need_tha 
true sharps and flats In order to com- 
pose the notes. The overtones on th« 
domestic instrument would be quite 
different. The pure fifth, which -can 
here be accurately denoted, is very 
much curtailed on the piano. Used in 
connection with this organ are a com- 
plete set of resonators, or tuning forks. 
In order to find out how many resona- 
tions are contained in a given note, 
It Is only necessary to strike that note. 
Those forks which resound In sym- 
pathy with it are sure to be included 
in the make-up of the note. The si-

And will not such photographs contain 
a most precious fund ot information? 
Everything leads one to believe that <t 
will soon be possible to construct pho- 
tographic apparatus which will accom- 
plish its work successfully at any depth 
of water. But without going so far as 
this, and without launching forth into 
hypotheses which have not yet been re- 
alized, it may be asserted that subma- 
rine photography can already produce 
useful results. In the immediate vicin- 
ity; of the coasts, the photographing of 
landscapes, the interiors ot grottoes, 
animals caught in their medium, fur- 
nishes the student useful and precious 
information; and, trom an industrial 
point of view, one may see how it can 
be employed practically, fauppose, for 
instance, a slvip to be at the bottom of 
the sea. How are we to know its exact 
position, and to determine the extent 
of the damage which it has suffered ? 
A good submarine photograph would 
he more valuable.to the engineers than 
all the information which divers could 
furnish.
